CONSTRUCTION

(1) Mississippi River Levees — A total budget agpiation of $54.1 million is needed for the
advancement of construction on the mainline MiggBsRiver levee system in the Mississippi Valley
Division. This includes $21.5 million for the Meimip District and $28 million for the Vicksburg
District. These funds are badly needed to enfig@toject completion date of 2031 is maintained.

(2) Upper Yazoo Project — This project, which wggifely convey headwater from the hills to the
Mississippi River once completed, must continuescimedule. A total of $15 million is needed to
complete Item 4B to Greenwood initiate constructontems 5A and 5B, initiate construction on Iltem
7 sediment control structures, and purchase riffatay and mitigation.

(3) Demonstration Erosion Control Project — Althbuge Administration’s budget provides no funding
for this project, | feel it has a substantial imipae protecting residents of the Delta by redudineg
effects of siltation from hill counties into Dels&reams. A total appropriation of $21 million iseded

for this project.

(4) Yazoo Backwater — A total of $6 million is reécpd for this project, of which $3 million is neeatle
for acquisition of reforestation easements andtliance for planning; engineering; and design.

MAINTENANCE

(1) Big Sunflower River — A total of $6.4 millios needed for this project, including approximately
$5.4 million over the President’s request for theand construction contract and right-of-way
acquisition on an item of work below Holly Bluff, iskissippi.

(2) Tributaries — A total of $1.2 million is needfxt this project in order to complete bank stataition
and shoreline protection work.
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(3) Arkabutla Reservoir — A total $11.5 millionrigseded for this project. Along with the SardisicE
and Grenada reservoirs, the Arkabutla Reservainisnportant storage point for water flowing frone t
hill area towards the Delta.

(4) Sardis Reservoir — An total $18 million is neddo complete dam bank protection, repair roads an
parking areas, replace water treatment systenecegation areas, relocation of Highway 7 boat ramp,
construction of project management office and fagaf an existing operation and maintenance
contract.

(5) Enid Reservoir — A total of $7.5 million is ri=al to repair water well and water treatment and
storage facilities and to fund an operation andhbeaiance contract.

(6) Grenada Reservoir — A total of $7.8 milliomeeded to repair the visitors center and for sharel
protection, electrical systems, access roads, @lodation of recreational facilities.

(7) Mississippi River Levees — A total of $9.5 naiti for the Mississippi Valley Division is needed,
which includes $3 million for the Vicksburg Distriand $5.6 million for the Memphis District.
